Raytheon Sewer, 
School Project 


On Agenda 


Approval of construction of a sewer line 
for proposed expansion of the Raytheon 
plant in West Andover and attention to 
altering school construction planning will 
be the only two items on the agenda at the 
special town meeting scheduled for 7:30 
p.m, Monday in East Junior High 
auditorium. 

While officials are somewhat concerned 
about obtaining a quorum at this season of 
the year for a special town meeting, the 
import and concerns about the two items 
in the warrant seem to indicate no fear of 
arriving the necessary 350 voters to con- 
duct the business. 

The meeting was originally scheduled to 
consider only the Raytheon sewer line 
item, but developments in the school con- 
struction plans, initiated by the annual 
town meeting in April produced the second 
item. 

Raytheon is planning a $10-$15 million 
expansion of the 10-year-0ld West plant. 

New facilities would accommodate 
~ Operations. now conducted at the former 
Raytheon plant in Shawsheen. 

Need for'a special town meeting at this 


time is to allow Raytheon to go forward 
with construction plans, such as ordering 
steel and other materials which would per- 
mit an early spring construction start. 

A new sewer line is necessary, at a cost 
of $150,000, in order to service the expand- 
ed facility. The sewer line installed by the 
town ten years ago, which was supposed to 
meet the needs of any expansion, has 
proven to service less than that projected 
capacity due to construction problems 
during initial installation. 

Had the line not been required to be 
moved due to easements, etc. the gravity 
flow would have been sufficient for the 
present facility plus the addition. 

It is expected that completion of the ad- 
dition will result in an additional $400,000 
annually in tax revenue from Raytheon. 

But there are concerns among neighbors 
of the West Andover industrial facility, 
mainly centering on traffic. 

At a special hearing a few weeks ago, 
Raytheon officials pledged co-operation in 
attempting to relieve some increased traf-

Andover municipal employee unions are 
faced with the prospect of no salary in- 
creases until some direction is forthcom- 
ing from the state with regard to tax cap 
or other legislation bearing on local 
finances. 

This was the word from Town Manager 
Jared S. A. Clark this week as selectmen 
discussed adopting a policy statement for 
the town with regard to next year’s budget 
planning process. 

Clark told selectmen that he would have 
to advise unions that the town was unable 
to negotiate any salary matters until such 
time as the state provides town and cities 
with some directives. 

The manager indicated that the 
legislature has provided for the binding ar- 
bitration clause for municipal employees, 
which in effect, governs what com- 
munities must do. Now the state is about 
to come up with tax cap legislation, as 
well as consideration of 100 per cent valua- 
tion and tax classification as voted in 
November. The combination provides suf- 
ficient confusion to effect budget planning, 
as well as any collective bargaining 
processes. 

Clark said that if the AFL-CIO wants to 
go to the state and get some answers and 
get the matter straightened, that’s fine 
with him. But, until such time as there is 
some definite guidelines as to how towns 
must operate, he is not in a position to 
offer any proposals to unions. 

Selectmen Monday night discussed the 
possible issuing of a policy with regard to 
planning for the 1979-86 fiscal year. A for- 
mal statement may be forthoming at the 
Dec. 18 regular meeting. 

Selectman Virginia Cole presented her 
colleagues with a general outline of a 
policy statement for their consideration 
Monday night. 

In it was contained a general policy of no

new services no expansion of existing ser- 
vices, no increase in personnel and no pay 
increases, except cost of living as agreed. 

The policy would also aim at more ef- 
ficient operation of governmental agen- 
cies and possible examination and _in- 
crease of user fees where applicable. 

Town Manager Clark indicated that with 
regard to increased efficiency, the time 
may have arrived to look thoroughly at the 
possibility of a central dispatch system for 
the public safety department. 

Clark noted that-while the separate ser- 
vices now maintained by police and fire 
departments may be highly desirable, in 
an era when efficiency and fiscal respon- 
sibility is being urged, this was an area 
which could result in savings. While not 
Significant to the overall municipal 
budget, the central dispatching system 
would be a move in a responsible way 
toward exercising both efficiency of total 
operation and present some cost reduc- 
tion. 

As for the user fees, the Department of 
Community Services (formerly 
recreation-community schools) has been 
asked to come up with a plan for next year 
which would result in half the departmen- 
tal budget being funded through user fees. 

Clark said the department has a budget 
of bout $250,000. Fees for classes and ser- 
vices provided return about $80,000 at pre- 
sent and he has asked this figure to be in- 
creased to $125,000. 

Chairman Albert Cole advised that 
possibly increasing fees in some areas, 
such as the adult evening study program, 
may prevent some people from taking ad- 
vantage of this service. 

Cole added that the town should not get 
in a position of precluding lower income 
people from participating in community 
programs. 

Clark said that consideration was being 
given to such matters in the reviewirg of 
the fee schedule.

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Storm Clearanee Policy 
Explained To Selectmen 


In view of the many complaints received 
about storm clearing operations in the re- 
cent minor snowfall, Town Manager Jared 
S.A. Clark explained to selectmen this 
week, the philosophy and general policy 
followed. 


Initially he pointed out that plowing is 
not initiated until there is at least a four- 
inch accumulation. 


In reference to the storm which produc- 
ed a number of complaints a week ago, 
Clark said that at the beginning of the 
snowfall, the temperature was 32 degrees 


in the early morning hours. 

Wet granular snow allows for better 
traction. Had the town undertaken plow- 
ing operations glare ice would have been 
produced for the early morning traffic 
hours. 

To made conditions safe for travel, san- 
ding and salting was initiated to provide 
some relief and safer driving conditions. If 
continued freezing and glare ice were 
produced the following night, due to plow- 
ing, the town would not have been covered 
completely, since it requires 36 hours to 
adequately patrol the town with municipal 
equipment. 


and materials in the storm which produc- 
ed between 112 to 3 inches of snow. Had 
the municipal and hired equipment been 
ordered into plowing operations, there 
would have been an additional $12,000 to 
$15,000 required. 


Clark said that residents did have to 
tolerate sloppy conditions for a day or two, 
due to the decisions, but more hazardous 
slippery conditions were avoided and $20,- 
000 saved.

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Adventure 
Education 


The ninth grade class of Pike School 
recently returned from a special one-week 
program at the Environmental Education 
Center of Camp Chewonki in Wiscasset, 
Maine. The expressed goals of the week 
were threefold: to help each student 
develop self-confidence, responsibility for 
his actions, and a motivation to challenge 
himself in new areas; to develop a sense of 

.community and caring within the ninth 
grade and within smaller encampment 
groups, and to develop an appreciation and 
an enthusiasm for the natural world. 


The Pike program, which has just com- 
pleted its fourth year, is an established 
highlight for ninth graders. Students spend 
four nights in tents, cooking their own food 
from very basic materials, traveling eight 
miles over open water in canoes for an 
overnight campout on an island, surviving 
(at least this year) two nights with 
temperatures below 20 degrees and one 
night of rain, and learning to make the 
best of what are sometimes less-than- 
comfortable living conditions.

fic to West Andover through transfer of 
employees from the Shawsheen plant. 
Traffic patterns have been worked out 
and studies made. 
Town officials have been working with 
Raytheon in an effort to provide a traffic 
pattern compatible to the neighborhood. 


When rezoning and providing for 
utilities for the new Raytheon plant in 
West Andover was presented to a special 
summer town meeting ten years ago, 2,000 
residents turned out, forcing a move to the 
Phillips Academy cage to accommodate 
the voter interest. While it is not an- 
ticipated that the turnout will be as large, 
a sufficient complement of neighbors of 
Raytheon, can be expected to be on hand 
Monday night. 

The proposal has the endorsement of 
selectmen, Finance Committee and plan- 
ning board. 

The school issue is one which asks 
voters to allow the school building com- 
mittee to include construction of a new 
East Junior High building in their plan- 
ning. The planning funds approved at the 
April town meeting limited the scope of 
the project to renovation of East Junior 
High only. 

Architects, engineers and state school 
building assistance authorities have now 
advised the town that construction of a 
new building may be more economical 
than tackling renovation of the old East 
Junior High. 

Selectmen Monday night issued endorse- 
ment of the article, to allow the construc- 
tion planners the freedom to come up with 
the most economical plan for providing 
new junior high facilities. 


But there were several questions con- 
cerning the total project. 

Approval of the item on Monday night 
will permit the school building committee 
to spend approximately $250,000 more of 
the planning funds already approved, in 
order to come up with plans for a new 
East Junior High. 

Town Manager Jared S. A. Clark. ad- 
vised selectmen that if the article is ap- 
proved, the school building committee 
would renegotiate the agreement with the 
architect preferably obtaining a lower fee. 


Additional plans would then be provided 
in an effort to provide a building which 
will meet the educational specifications as 
provided by the school committee for a 
junior high facility, 

Selectman James Abramson said that 
he felt that the townspeople should be 
aware that the project is now beyond the 
$10 million projected at the annual town 
meeting in April, regardless of which 
route the town eventually follows, renova- 
tion or new construction. 


Town Manager Clark concurred, in- 
dicated that the more appropriate figure 
was in excess of $12 million. The total 
project, in addition to East Junior High, 
includes a new auditorium-classroom 
building at the high school, and some 
renovations at West Junior high and the 
high school. 

Selectman Virginia Cole said she felt 
that while it was nice for the manager to 
work with the school committee in the 
new facilities matter, he was in charge of 
construction. She suggested he and the 


school building committee examine plans

How To Purchase Toys For Your Child 


(Editors Note: The following article was 
written by Marlene Heffernan, director of 
the Dean Junior College Children’s Center, 
a laboratory preschool staffed by teachers 
and Dean Child Studies majors.) 


The American love affair with toys is 
about to reach its annual peak. Each year, 
toy makers gross more than $3 billion, 
with 70 percent of the purchases made in 
the last quarter of the year. Parents, 
grandparents, relatives and friends can 
buy toys well if they choose those that are 
safe and that meet the needs of the child. 


A safe toy is one that is sturdily built and 
able to take the hard usage a young child 
will give it. Cheaply made metal or plastic 
toys, with parts that can be pulled or 
chewed off, are a poor choice for any child 
and a danger to young children. Following 
are some general hints for successful toy 
buying: 

Keep the toy as free of detail as possi- 
ble. Dolls that don’t walk, talk, eat, etc. 
are preferable because the child gets to do 
the pretending. A set of blocks builds 
many things; a kit only one. 

Make sure all parts are present and in 
working order. Nothing is more 
frustrating than wheels that don’t turn or 
doors that don’t open. 

Consider long-range play value. A set of 
building bricks is not cheap, but the child 
(and the baby sitter) will be enjoying the 
same toy in a new way years from now. 


Try out the toy ahead of time. A trip toa 
good toy store is heaven for a child. Try 
the supper hour when everyone else has 
gone home. Let your child try the toys. (If

the salesperson frowns, be assertive.) You 
may be surprised at the toys the child real- 
ly enjoys. 

Different kinds of play should be con- 
sidered when choosing toys. Will they be 
used indoors or outdoors in quiet or active 
play? Is the toy to be used alone or when 
playing with others Do you want the play 
to be neat, or can a certain amount of 
messiness be tolerated? 

Children from birth to two years need 
toys they can chew, squeeze, push, and 
pull. They like medium-sized balls, stuffed 
animals, stacking toys and small wagons 
to pull. Mobiles, bright colored posters 
and picture books will stimulate visual 
skills and promote vocabulary growth. 
For example, a doorway gate may seem a 


strange gift for a child, but if you install it 
part way up a flight of stairs, you have 
created an indoor climber for an eighteen- 
month-old to practice important large 
muscle skills on. 

The child from two to four likes puzzles, 
building bricks, ride-on toys, big cars and 
trucks, sewing cards, paints, fancy hats 
and costumes, dolls (for boys and girls) 
and picture books. Family members 
might like to join in the purchase of an out- 
door swing set or a good set of blocks. 


From four to six years of age, children 
enjoy crayons and paper, water-base 
marking pens, more building bricks, small 
cars and trucks, padlocks and keys, screw- 
drivers, and child-sized scissors. A child of 
this age is ready for a small record player 
or cassette player. 

If shopping in big toy stores gets you 
down, there are some alternatives. For 
example: museum gift shops (Boston 
Children’s Museum, Boston Museum of 
Science, New England Aquarium) have in- 
teresting and inexpensive gifts for

In addition, church fairs are excellent 
sources of dolls and stuffed animals for 
very young children. Many church groups 
buy good quality dolls from the factories 
then sew sturdy clothes with fastenings 
large enough for small hands to manage. 
Nice puppets are to be found here, too. 


Finally, consider giving® yourselves a 
special outing as a family gift: lunch at 
Quincy Market to watch the clowns, 
jugglers, and sidewalk artists; skating at 
an MDC rink; or touring a local radio or 
television station. Local newspapers list 
coneerts, puppet shows, sleigh rides, and 
other holiday events, especially for 
families and children. The careful 
purchase of toys can be as rewarding for 
the parent as playing with them is for the 
child.

Frostbite 
Is Hazard 


An ever present winter hazard in North 
America is frostbite. 

Frostbite is, naturally, more of a 
problem in the northern states, but even in 
much of the South there are occasional 
nights cold enough to nip unprotected 
noses and cheeks. 

Frostbite can be very painful, resulting 
in amputations, and can leave the victim 
hypersensitive to cold for the rest of his or 
her life. 

In some ways the damage of frostbite is

Pree tT Tit eC Leet add | 
similat 't6 ‘a’ burnt First degrée frostbite, 
like sunburn, is an injury to the surface 
skin. It is likely to attack ears, toes, 
fingers, cheeks or nose. Second degree 
frostbite produces blisters, as in second 
degree burns. In third degree frostbite the 
damage is deep and much of the frozen 
part may be lost. 

The American Medical Associaton 
points out that prevention is the best 
protection against frostbite. 


Prevention means being properly dress- 
ed warm clothing, waterproof shoes, and 
heavy, dry socks, with good covering for 
head and ears. Keep clothing dry from 
both outside moisture and from perspira- 
tion, and avoid tight clothing or garters 
that may restrict circulation. 

Motorists traveling across country in 
subfreezing weather are advised to have 
heavy clothing and shoes in the car, in the 
event of a breakdown and a necessary hike 
for help. 

First signs of frostbite are a ‘‘pins and 
needles’’ prickly feeling, and then 
numbness. The affected part will turn 
white or grey and later red. 


First aid possibilities are limited. Thaw- 
ing of the tissue as soon as possible is the 
first consideration. This can best be ac- 
complished by getting indoors into a warm 
room. Use warm water, not too hot. Treat 
the frozen part gently and do not rub or 
massage it. The old technique of rubbing 
snow or ice water on the frozen spot does 
more harm than good, by delaying thaw- 
ing. 


Pecans 


Pecans (pacane was the American In- 
dian word for all hard-to-crack nuts) were 
found by Hernando De Soto, 1541, in 
eastern Arkansas, Massachusetts 
Audubon notes. Thomas Jefferson called 
them ‘“‘Illinois nuts,’’ planted them at 
Monticello, and sent some to George 
Washington. Pecan trees planted in 1786 
are the oldest trees at Mt. Vernon.

to Andover Square. Andover Garden Club 
has a history of community improvement 
and a strong desire for beauty in the 
hometown. The heading on publicity in the 
newspaper clipping of 1930 states ‘‘The 
drab Town Hall was transformed into a 
scene of beauty.’’ 

In 1949 the flower show ‘Neath the Elm’ 
held in the Abbot Barn on Central Street 
was a great success, proceeds of which 
were given to the Andover tree depart- 
ment for equipment to spray and save the 
elm from the elm beetle. 

In 1941 a house Tour titled ‘Christmas 
Decorations’ raised a substantial amount 
for the benefit of ‘‘War Relief’? and 
“‘Seeds for Briton.’’ Andover Garden Club 
members received a certificate from the 
Veterans Administration in recognition of 
the many years of service in behalf of the 
veteran patients of the V.A. hospital in 
Bedford. 

Open Gardens in Andover provided 
revenue given to the town for tree planting 
on Main and Elm Streets. Christ Church 
was the setting for ‘Andover in Spring’ 
flower show in 1955 and in 1963 ‘Lovely is 
the Yule Tide’ provided some of the funds 
that completed the beautiful landscaping 
at the new Andover High School. 


A Christmas House Tour it #967 funded” 
the plantings in front of the Town Hall 
with colorful plant material in the window 
boxes. This project received a Sears 
Roebuck Foundation award as did the 
plantings at the Recreational Center. In 
1968 a spring House Tour supplied some of 
the money needed to landscape the garden 
at the Andover Historical House on Main 
Street. Andover Garden Club sponsored a 
Christmas Doorway Contest which was 
enthusiastically received by the townspeo- 
ple. 

In recent years tree planting at the park- 
ing area on ‘Main Street were Andover 
Garden projects. The Bicentennial an- 
niversary of this country was observed 
with landscaping the triangle located at 
School and Central Streets. 

The Andover Garden Club strongly sup- 
ports conservation and in 1967 presented a 
check for $1000. to AVIS. In 1978 funds 


were contributed to the American Land | 


Trust, which is one of the National Coun- 
cil’s projects to save wild areas, one of 
which was an area in Plymouth judged 
worthy, and natural resources in the 
United States from developers. 


In reviewing some of the projects under- 
taken by the volunteer members of the An- 
dover Garden Club over the past 50 years, 
to quote the First Lady, Mrs. Rosalynn 
Carter, ‘‘What would we be without 
volunteers — We’d be a Nation without a 
soul.”’ 

So, in carrying on a worthy tradition, 
Mrs. Ralph H. Hill, president of the An- 
dover Garden Club and chairman of 
‘Christmas Promises,’ highlights the 
Christmas season with a beautiful flower 
show at the Amos Blanchard House, Dec. 
8 and 9.

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Survey Shows High School Life Not Bad 


It may not be utopia, but a survey of 
students at Andover High shows life there 
isn’t all that bad either. 

Principal Philip Wormwood, flanked by 
a couple of students and teachers, 
presented a ‘‘School Climate Study’’ to the 
school committee Tuesday night. 


In it, Andover High students rate the 
challenge they recieve and the options 
available to them very high. On the other 
end of the scale, they find student 
groupings at the school a detriment, and 
consider leeway for expressiveness very 
low. 

It all began in the Fall of ’77 when the 
state asked if Andover would be interested 
in doing such a study, the questionnaire 
for which had already been worked out by 
TDR, Inc.; an educational consulting firm. 

Administrators, students, teachers and 
parents reacted positively to the idea and 
last spring, Andover was one of six towns 
chosen to go ahead with it. In March, 234 
pupils — divided about equally among the 
three classes — filled out the 99-item 
questionnaire. Some 133 parents answered 
another and 73 faculty members, a third. 
TDR standardized the results according to 
13 ‘‘variables’’ such as challenge, options 
and groupings, and a local team analyzed 
them for the report. 


Perhaps not surprisingly, the results of 
the three groups often vary considerably.

While the pupils themselves feel they’re 
greatly challenged, ‘‘challenge’’ was 
lowest of all on the teachers’ study, and 
fairly high on the parents’. 

The latter result caused Teacher 
William Drummond to ask during his part 
of Tuesday night’s presentation, ‘‘Could it 
be that the students have their parents 
fooled?”’ 

On the ‘‘plus’’ side for Andover High, 
the students generally felt that the school 
teachers are willing to give extra help, 
even on their own time; that one learns a 
lot at Andover High; that a small group of 
students does not generally disrupt lear- 
ning for others; and that there are many 
clubs and activities one may join. The 
students surveyed would generally be up- 
set if they came to school and found a lot 
of equipment destroyed. 


On the less bright side, students felt that 
certain groups of students are looked down 
on; that most people look out only for 
themselves and don’t take time to listen; 
that activities such as clubs and dances 
aren’t lively or interesting and that they 
have very few changes to make. new 
friends; that they have very little say in 
planning school activities and need per- 
mission to do almost everything; that they 


don’t really understand the rules and that 
they don’t know exactly what will happen 
when they break a rule; and they don’t feel 
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the school does well in preparing them for 
jobs. 

The largest single factor affecting a 
student’s conception of the school climate 
turned out to be the effect of the home on 
his or her school work. Twenty-six percent 
of those taking the questionnaire rated 
that effect as ‘‘fair’’ or ‘‘poor.’’ 

Wormwood said this strong correlation 
between negative home climate and 
negative outlook toward school ‘‘distress- 
ed me the most.”’ 

“It’s a difficult situation for the school 

to grapple with,’ he said. ‘‘Unless the sup- 
port is there, it will affect a student’s at- 
titute negatively.”’ 
’ He said he was also bothered, through 
not surprised, that students are not 
relating to Andover High as a total school. 
Instead, they tend to indentify with 
various groups within the school. 


“‘We never bring the student body 
together,”’ he said. 


The School Climate Committee inter- 
preted the large student enrollment (ap- 
proximately 1500), as well as the absence 
of a hall for school assemblies, as con- 
tributing to the negative ratings. They also 
felt and ‘‘high competition existing in the 
community and school leads to an 
emphasis on grades rather than on lear- 
ning.

@ More concentration on listening and 
speaking skills in the classroom ‘‘in an 
attempt to alleviate alienation and self- 
consciousness while attempting to per- 
sonalize and humanize the classroom.”’

Town Manager Jared S. A. Clark has not 
had his evaluation session with selectmen 
yet, and there is no indication on the part 
of the board as to when it will come about.

He said that amount is needed for the se- 
cond half of the fiscal year to maintain 
that ratio. 


Selectman Susan T. Poore asked why, if 
the capital expenditure project is taken 
out of consideration, the rate still had to 
be 83 cents. 

Clark said that is an effort to make up in 
one billing period the amount necessary to 
maintain the town policy or 70 per cent 
subsidizing of the water department 
through user fees.

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It is the holiday and there are probably innumerable 
diversions to occupy one’s mind and time. 

But, next Monday night some rather important 
decisions are to be made by Andover residents which 
have a direct bearing on the future of the town. 

A special town meeting has been called to appropriate 
$150,000 for a sewer line to allow the expansion of the 
Raytheon plant in West Andover. Also on the agenda is 
permission to alter the vote of the annual town meeting 
last April on renovation of the East Junior High, to in- 
clude construction of a new building if this is a more 
economical approach. 

While the two issues are not exactly related they have 
a bearing on each other. 

Expansion of the Raytheon plant in West Andover will 
result in the town obtaining some $400,000 in additional 
tax revenue. Raytheon plans to place an addition es- 
timated at between $10 and $15 million to its existing 
facility. 

There is, of course, some understandable concerns 
among some: neighbors, principally due to traffic 
problems. For many of the residents, who initially op- 
posed the new Raytheon plant in West Andover a decade 
ago, the situation has changed. They have found the 
firm to be good neighbors for the most part. 

But, many still have some justifiable concerns about 
traffic — a problem which will always exist where large 
industrial plants locate. 

Raytheon officials are working on plans to make the 
traffic problems as inoffensive as possible to the 
abutters, recognizing that it is a concern. We feel that 
the problem can be resolved through the continuance of 
good relationships established between town and 
Raytheon officials over the years. 

The important consideration is the benefit Raytheon 
expansion means to the town in general, principally 
through the increased tax revenue. For the $150,000 in- 
vestment, the town will receive an additional $400,000 
annually, which is about as good an investment as 
anyone can make. 

Too, the town has virtually an obligation to supply the

sewer line. When Raytheon located in West Andover ten 
years ago, the sewer line provided then was supposed to 
be sufficient to handle the needs not only of the existing 
plant, but for any contemplated expansion. 

Due to construction complications, the line is now 
less than what is required, the town really did not supp- 
ly what it had guaranteed. If the original line had met 
specifications, there would be no necessity for Mon- 
day’s special town meeting action. 

It is therefore highly recommended that voters take 
the time to attend Monday’s session and act favorably 
on this particular item, which basically will be 
providing taxpayers some financial relief to the other 
agenda item, that of school construction. 

Since last April, when voters approved planning funds 
for a school construction project, the school building 
committee, architects and administrators have been 
examining the principal item — renovation of East 
Junior High. 

Latest figures show that renovation would be more 
costly than building a new structure. 

There are those who are skeptical about the sugges- 
tion that renovation is a more expensive route than new 
construction which would incur site development costs, 
‘among other factors. 

But in order to consider such a possibility, the voters 
must amend the April town meeting action to allow the 
building committee to examine the alternative. In 
April, voters approved renovation of East Junior High, 
a new auditorium — classroom building at the high 
school, and some renovation work at West Junior High. 

To allow those responsible for providing the 
townspeople with a wise, economical decision at next 
year’s town meeting when construction funds will be 
sought, it is necessary to provide the latitude to ex- 
amine all facets of the East Junior high project. 

We also recommend favorable consideration of this 
item. 

Most of all, recognizing that this is a busy season, we 
highly recommend attendance at Monday’s session in 
the auditorium.of East Junior High at 7:30 p.m. 


An Evaluation Of The 
Evaluators 


When Jared S.A. Clark accepted the position of town 
manager in Andover, part of the memo: indum of 
agreement stipulated an evaluation within six months 
of his employment, then annually thereafter. 


It was a mutual agreement by which both the 
selectmen and manager could view their roles and 
determine if all were working in the proper direction in 
the best interests of the town. 


It is now nine months since Clark has assumed his ad- 
ministrative post here, and apparently the selectmen 
are not any closer to conducting that evaluation than 
they were three months ago. 


What has happened in the meantime is the League of 
Women Voters has pointed out to selectmen a require- 
ment of the Open Meeting Law, which dictates such an 
evaluation would be conducted in open session. 


Board members have in recent weeks been examining 
a list of questions to be used in the evaluation format. 


Latest discussion of the possible evaluation came this 
week when Selectman Susan T. Poore submitted a list 
of questions or guidelines for colleagues to use in the 

‘ evaluation process. They were examined and some 
further’discussiorr ‘took : cee ‘as to revattintion format" 09n0 | 
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but as yet, no date set. 

What seems to be happening is the board is attemp- 
ting to get the evaluation session into an informal at- 
mosphere, and somehow remotely conform to the open 
meeting law requirements. 

It’s just not possible. 

If the board is hopeful that the league observers, who 
attend all meetings, will go away, such is not about to 
happen. 

The league, of course, can’t take sole credit for the 
open meeting reminder. 

The media is well aware of the open meeting law 
provisions, and we aren’t about to disappear either. 

Thus, it seems the practical way to handle the situa- 
tion is for selectmen to set a date to conduct the evalua- 
tion and get it over with. 

The manager wants it, the selectmen have agreed to 
it, and there would appear to be no barriers to such a 
process. 

Let us assume that to be beneficial, such an evalua- 
tion would not adhere to the tenets of the Mutual Ad- 
miration Society, but rather that to be effective, there

WASHINGTON -— Al- 
though President Carter 
has not announced that he 
will seek another term, the 
White House staff is qui- 
etly gearing up for the 1980 
campaign. Carter’s aides 
have no doubt that he will 
be the Democratic candi- 
date. In the backrooms of 
the White House, there- 
fore, the staff has been 
shaping its 1980 strategy. 

Carter won the presi- 
dency by campaigning as 
an outsider who would 
bring a fresh perspective 
to Washington. It may be 
awkward for him to strike 
the same pose in 1980. He 
might not appear to the 
voters to be an outsider 
after he has been running 
the government for four 
years. 

Nevertheless, he will at- 
tempt to maintain the 
same image. He’ll con- 
tinue to pose as an outsid- 
er, with an anti-Washing- 
ton perspective. But he’ll 
claim that he has now 
gained the experience he 
will need to accomplish his 
goals. 

The people who have em- 
barrassed Carter during 
his first term will be 
pushed into the back- 
ground. He will try to 
disassociate himself from 
his former money man, 
Bert Lance, who faces pos- 
sible indictment for his 
banking practices. 
Carter’s former campaign 
chief, Hamilton Jordan, 
has developed an image as 
a swinger and carouser. 
Jordan will stay in the 
background in 1980. 

Aides expect inflation to 
be the main issue in the 
campaign.

But already, labor leaders 
are complaining that 
Carter’s policies benefit 
bankers and businessmen 
at the expense of the work- 
ers. 

Black leaders have also 
complained that unem- 
ployment among blacks is 
higher than it was during 
Carter’s 1976 presidential 
campaign. So Carter could 
face a revolt in 1980 from 
the labor unions, ethnic 
groups and liberal consti- 
tuency, which gave him his 
strongest backing in 1976. 

This raises the possiblity 
that California’s governor 
Jerry Brown or Massa- 
chuetts’ Sen. Ted Kennedy 
might challenge Carter for 
the Democratic nomina- 
tion in 1980. Our sources 
say the president will meet 
them head on, entering 
every primary and taking 
on every challenger. 

But he could be 
hampered in the general 
election by the Republican 
victories this year. GOP 
governors now control the 
political machines in such 
key states as Oregon, 
Pennsylvania, Tennessee, 
Texas and Wisconsin. 

Most presidents have 
been re-elected. The pre- 
liminary signs _ indicate 
that Carter could be an 
exception. 

Financial Disclosure: In 
the coming months, we will 
personally call on all of the 
1980 candidates for the 
presidency to open up their 
income tax returns to pub- 
lic inspection. Rep. Phil 
Crane, R-Ill., has already 
announced his candidacy 
for the White House.

It should be understood that, although a 
member of the Andover Board of 
Selectmen, I am writing this letter as an 
individual and what it contains does not 
necessarily reflect the views of the Board 
as a whole. 

The Special Town Meeting which has 
been called for this coming Monday even- 
ing, December 11th, should be of great in- 
terest to the voters and taxpayers of the 
town. While the warrant only contains two 
articles, both involve substantial amounts 
of money. It is also possible that one or 
both may be of a controversial nature. The 
first involves broadening the terms of 
reference of the School Building Com- 
mittee to permit it to plan for a new junior 
high school to replace the East Junior 
High. The article voted by the town in the 
spring only authorized the planning for 
renovation of the old building and an addi- 
tion thereto. 


The second article would authorize the 
building of an additional sewer along 
Lowell Street to service the new plant to 
be built by the Raytheon Corp. The article 
would appropriatte $150,000 for the pur- 
pose. The sewer is force-fed as it rises in 
order to cross Route 93 in order to reach 
the graity sewer which extends only as far 
as Lovejoy Road on Lowell Street. 
Raytheon’s new building is intended to 
house the facilities now occupying the 
former American Woolen Mills building 
on Haverhill Street in Shawsheen Village. 
The new facilities will add some 3-400,000 
dollars to the town tax base when com- 
pleted and the expenditure of $150,000 
toward this end would seem justified. 


There are indications, however, that 
there are those who may be strongly op- 
posed to this project. More traffic will be 
generated as a result and there may be 
other factors which some people would 
find objectionable. 

In order that both articles may be given 
a fair hearing, it is essential that there be 
a good turnout of voters on Monday night. 
Projects of such importance to the town as 
are represented by these two articles 
should not be left up to the decision of fac- 
tional interests. My purpose in writing this 
letter to you is to urge that as much 
publicity ‘as possible be given to this 
Special Town Meeting and that as many 
voters as can do so turn out for it.

An unusually large number of deserted 
hornet mansions hand from tree limbs and 
from house eaves this autumn. 


These are the hornet nests the size of 
huge footballs, generally the work of a 
wasp known either as the white-faced or 
bald-faced hornet. Occasionally it is 
referred to in popular literature as the 
bare-faced hornet. Actually there are two 
wasps which manufacture hornets’ nests. 
One is the native wasp known as ‘Vespula 
maculata.’ The other is a European wasp, 
‘Vespa crabro,’ which is the true hornet. 


All now is silence in those hulks of paper 
which the wasps manufactured. The 
workers that slaved all summer died as 
frost signalled an end to the temperatures 
that cold-blooded wasps prefer. Dead with 
them are the male wasps, a sex that 
develops almost as an after-thought 
among these insects where equal rights 
mean that the female alone enjoys them. 
All hornet wasps are females until near 
the end of summer when the year’s brief 
crop of males is produced. 


The future of the hornets now depends 
upon the queens produced and fertilized 
near summer’s end. The queens have left 
the nest and now wwinter in rotting logs or 
similar shelters. The few queens are the 
total legacy from among hundreds of 
hornets that cared for young hornets and 
built the huge hornet nest. 


With the arrival of next spring, a hornet 
queen will fly to some house eave, or to a 


The hornet nests are made from paper 
which the wasps can manufacture directly 
from raw plant fiber, They masticate the 
fiber, transforming it into a wild paper. 
But, the wasps also can use commercial 
paper in building their nests. They seem to 
prefer commercial paper, particularly the 
better grades of cardboard. They 
masticate. the commercial paper and 
Shape it for next construction. 


Hornets receive a rather bad press. 
They usually are depicted in cartoons as 
Swarming out the hole in the bottom of the 
nest and pursuing a person. It is true, that 
hornets, like most insects or wildlife, 
prefer to keep people and other intruders 
away from their nests. Which is a slightly 
different matter from attacking un- 
provoked.

These tiny tropical 
flashlight fish, which in- 
habit the caves and 
crevices or coral reefs at 
depths of 30 meters in the

The frantic, 
hurried approach to clear- 
ing the drive in an effort to 
get to work on time most 
definitely is not good for 
health.

N dehtedwias ‘property tax ‘Hethetion of 
almost $650 million would occur under a 
Massachusetts Taxpayers Foundation 
plan to be filed with the Legislature this 
week. 

The bill would reduce property taxes by 
more than 20 per cent in fiscal 1980 and 
limit tax levy increases in following years, 
subject to local control. 


A broadened sales tax, at the present 5 
per cent rate, would produce an estimated 
$380 million. An additional $125 million 
would come from one-half of the growth in 
the state’s income, corporation and sales 
taxes. 

This additional half billion dollars would 
be distributed to cities and towns as local 
aid: $250 million under the new school aid 
formula, $250 million for general 


municipal purposes under the lottery for- . 


mula. Communities would have to deduct 
all new aid from their tax levies. 

New ‘“‘rollback’’ provisions would re- 
quire all cities and towns to reduce their 
fiscal 1980 levies by 5 per cent of the 
amount they raised in fiscal 1979. This 
““rollback’’ would produce an added $140 
million in property tax cuts, for a total 
reduction of $645 million. 

The bill also ‘‘caps’”’ the combined total

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of state and local ‘taxes at their present 
levels. It prohibits total taxes from taking 
a larger percentage of all personal income 
in the state than they have taken on the 
average over the last three years. 


This legislation also charges a special 
commission with developing a program to 
reduce this overall.tax burden to levels 
competitive with other industrial States. 


The Foundation’s plan gives the cities 
and towns the tools they need to control 
their own spending. 

It would prohibit the state from man- 
dating local programs without financing 
them, repeal school committee fiscal 
autonomy, give county advisory boards 
the authority to set county budgets and 
Strengthen management’s rights at the 
bargaining table. 


The measure also provides the cities and 
towns with the means to improve their 
financial practices. For example, it re- 
quires full municipal audits every two 
years. 

In the ranking of the states by property 
tax burden, this program would drop 
Massachusetts from first to the continen- 
tal U.S. to 9th on an income basis, accor- 
ding to the lastest available figures.

This proposal ib significantly different 
from our previous proposals in several 
respects,’’ Richard A. Manley, MTF presi- 
dent, said.

‘This program guarantees much lower 
tax bills next year and gives the cities and 
towns more control over their own fiscal 
destinies in the following years,” Manley 
said.
